What Frn trying to say to you now, Gertrude — 
and I sure hope you're good and comfortable, like 
rriaybe sitting down outside in the swing, or some- 
thing, if it's a nice day and warm enough to be 
sitting down outside, I mean, Anyway, what Fm 
trying to tell you now is that^ you and me got 
nothing more to ever worry us about our future 
security, when we're wife and husband.
